This year he asks, and 
the commissioners have granted, $1200 for deputy and 
$600 for an assistant, which probably means u steady 
jobforsomeonea.il through the year at $50 per month 
instead of hiring a man for tin; busy season and let- 
ting him go in slack periods, as any merchant would 
manage his private business. 


Thus this year it is going to cost the county $1,- 


800 in the treasurer's office For 
Avhat 
was 
formerly 


done for $900—an increase of exactly 100 per cent. 


The fact should also be appreciated that it is the 


auditor's office that makes out the taxes and turns 
them over to the treasurer's office for collection. 
The 


auditor's office is the general clearing house for every 
office in the court house and work of every department 
flows into it; and yet the office today is paying the same 
price to its deputy that the office paid ten years ago. 


Under the new state salary law. an office must earn 


in fees sufficient to pay thesalari.es of the office; 
if it 


does not earn that amount, then the salaries are so 
much less, pro rata. We seriously doubt if the treasur- 
er's office can show an earning of $4200 a year. 


It is small wonder taxpayers rebel!. Economy in 


public office some times is a farce, a catch - cry 
for 


campaign purposes. 
The treasurer and the commis- 


sioners are personally clever gentlemen—but when it 
comes to handing out the public moneys they are en- 
tirely too clever by half. 
The taxpayers of Coshocton 


county irrespective of politics are disgusted at
